On Monday of this week 12th Ju- 
dicial Circuit Presiding Judge Terry 
Butis ordered a special jury term of 
circuit court in Elba to try all pend- 
ing criminal cases.

Voters remain in dark on absentee votes

Court orders instructing election 
officials to count, not to count, to 
count and again not to count about 
2,000 absentee votes in Alabama has 
voters still in the dark. The General 
Election was on November 8th but 
Alabama voters are still not sure 
about the winner in several races. 

The 2,000 votes in dispute are of 
voters who failed to exactly comply 
with requirements to get absentee 
ballot signatures notarized. 

In Coffee County there were 11 
voters whose ballot fell in this cat- 
egory. Last Wednesday morning, in 
compliance with the then prevailing 
court order, election officials formal- 


ly canvassed these eleven ballots. 
Once the additional votes had been 
properly counted by the absentee 
ballot poll officials, they were cer- 
tified by the three member county 
committee. 

Sheriff Mickey Counts hand car- 
ried the results to Montgomery im- 
mediately. However, before the 
Statewide counting was completed, a 
Mobile federal judge had again 
stopped the counting until he could 
hold a December Sth hearing ‘on the 
matter. 

The Coffee County vote, certified 
and released before this last order, 
gave the most votes to the two 
Democrats in both the most hotly 
contested statewide races, Chief Jus- 
tice of the Alabama Supreme Court 


and State Treasurer. 

Sonny Hornsby received six votes 
and Perry O. Hooper, Sr. got five in 
the race for Chief Justice. Lucy Bax- 
ley received seven votes and Jim 
Martin received four in the race for 
State Treasurer. 

Unconfirmed reports indicate of- 
ficials in the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice had tallied the extra absentee 
votes from 37 of the 67 counties be- 
fore the last federal court order to 
stop the count. 

There are at least four other law- 
suits still active in state and federal 
courts challenging various aspects of 
the November 8th election, How- 
ever, the Mobile case is the only one 
which has ordered a freeze on the 
count statewide,

He told commission members 
that 90% of the company’s work 
deals with the Alabama Department 
of Economic and Community Af- 
fairs (ADECA). 

ADECA funds different areas of 
community development through 
block grants. Stewart’s company 
specializes in the preparation of ap- 
plications by local governmental 
bodies for these funds. 

Commissioners were told that 
Ewing, Conner & Associates have 
been highly successful in obtaining 
funds for neighboring Dale and Hen- 
ry counties. 

They have also worked with the 
City of Enterprise and Town of New 
Brockton in obtaining grant funds 
for housing improvements in each of 
the communities. 

In summing up his presentation 
and asking for the commission’s 
consideration in using his firm for 
preparation of grant applications, 
Stewart stated that his company only 
received compensation for their ser- 
vices if they were successful in ob- 
taining grants. 

Almost as if by design, the next 
person to address the commissioners 
was Ms. Merle Motley Zettwock. 
She was seeking the commission’s 
help on obtaining rural water. 

This is one field in which Com- 
munity Block Grants received 
through ADECA have been very 
beneficial in helping rural residents 
obtain a good water system, 

Ms. Zettwock told members of 
the commission that her home was 
only 1 mile from the end of a rural 
water system. 

“We need water!” said Ms, Zett- 
wock, 

She explained to the commission- 
ers that she was only one of about 25 
other residents, and possibly quite a 
few more, who were in desperate 
need of a good supply of water. 


Ms. Zettwock slated that most of 
the residents were elderly, retired in- 
dividuals who cannot afford the ex- 
pense of a residential well. 

She also noted that there are also 
residents in the area who are sick 
and shut-in who have a great need 
for a good water supply. 

The area in which Ms. Zettwock 
referred to is located approximately 
2 miles west of Battens Crossroads 
along Co. Rd. 636. 

The area lies between two rural 
water systems, Goodman and Bat- 
tens Crossroads-Mt. Pleasant. 

In talking to the Battens Cross- 
roads-Mt. Pleasant authority, Ms. 
Zettwock was told that they, the wa- 
ter authority, did not have the funds 
to extend their system at the present 
time. 

As for the Goodman Water Sys- 
tem, it would be very expensive for 
them to expand into the area because 
of two creeks that would have to be 
crossed in doing so. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel explained to Ms. Zettwock that 
her problem was not a unique one. 

“We have people all over the 
county that would like to be on a 
community water system,” he said. 

Creel stated that Coffee County, 
at the present time, has 5 or 6 differ- 
ent water authorities. 

He said that a short time ago an 
allempt was made to combine all the 
systems into one county-wide sys- 
tem, This attempt failed. 


It was felt by the supporters of 


this proposal that the county resi- 
dents would benefit greatly from the 
one system, The chances of obtain- 
ing funds to expand and improve the 
one system would be greatly in- 
creased, 

All members of the commission 
expressed their concern and willing- 
ness to assist Ms. Zettwock in doing 
what they could to help her and oth- 
ers obtain a good safe water supply.

Ms. Zettwork commented that the 
water problem should be turned over 
to Mark Pool, “he really wants to 
help.” 

Continuing with their meeting 
agenda, County Engineer Mark Pool 
told commissioners that flood repairs 
were going real well. 

“The work should be about 96% 
complete by the end of December,” 
said Pool. “We anticipate being 
through by the end of January.” 

Only three county roads, numbers 
105, 209, and 546, remained closed 
at this time. 

Commissioners were told by Pool 
that there has been a 75% increase in 
the compaction of the garbage at the 
landfill during recent months, 

In layman’s terms, this means the 
lifespan of the landfill will be in- 
creased, 

“This should continue to improve 
as Lime goes by,” said Pool. 

During the general business ses- 
sion of the meeting, the commission- 
ers were in 50% agreement on reso- 
lutions passing 2 out of the 4 
proposed. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks in- 
troduced two resolutions which 
failed to pass for lack of a second. 

The first one stated, in general 
terms, that all supermarkets located 
in the county give local commercial 
farmers an opportunity to compete 
for supplying them with produce. 

Brooks other failed resolution 
dealt with the voting process. 

In the resolution, he alleged that 
“cross-over voting by members of 
the Republican and Democratic Par- 
ues had caused undue discontent 
among the electorate of the State of 
Alabama.” 

Brooks proposes that a law be en- 
acted which would not allow cross- 
over voting in the primary elections. 
In other words, all voters would 
have to register as either a Democrat 
or a Republican and would now be 
allowed to cast a cross-over vote in 
the primary elections, 

Although the local commission 
did not pass Brooks’ proposed reso- 
lution, he stated that he would intro- 
duce it during the next session of the 
Silver Haired Legislature of which 
he is a member, 

Two other resolutions introduced 
during Monday’s meeting did pass. 
One resolved that Coffee County 
provides a drug-free work environ- 
ment for its employees. 

The other resolution which was 
passed by the commissioners recog- 
nized Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
for his accomplishments and the 
contributions he has made to Coffee 
County during his years of service as 
Probate Judge of Coffee County,

dressed by the commission were as 
follows:

There is a strong urge for con 
servatives to say “IT told you so” this 
week as the Pentagon reluctantly re 
vealed that one-fourth of all active 
duty combat Army divisions are un- 
prepared for combat.

Boll Weevil Monument Dedication Dec. 11 


In 1915, the Mexican boll weevil 
laid waste to the cotton fields in 
Coffee County - as it had done in 
Texas and across the Gulf states 
prior to that year. Enterprise and the 
whole of the cotton belt states were 
reduced to poverty - and bankruptcy 
to businesses and banks, 

By 1917, Enterprise opened the 
way back to prosperity as farmers 
were forced to diversify their farm- 
ing operations. The day of King 
Cotton providing the only cash crop 
in the South was no more. Money 
was flowing again and the economy 
was booming. 

Then, 75 years ago (1919), Enter- 
prise erected the world famous Boll 
Weevil Monument as a tribute to the 
devastating insect that forced farm- 
ers to begin raising more than one 
crop.

The New Brockton Town Council 
wasted little time in conducting town 
business Monday evening.

of an Elba man

An Elba man was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Coffee County 
Coroner Bobby Baker after his van 
ran off a county road last Friday eve- 
ning. 

William C, Miller, age 35, of 232 
Morrow Village, Elba, AL was 
killed when he was thrown from his 
1985 Chevrolet van, 

Shortly after 7:00 p.m., an Elba 
police unit attempted to stop a brown 
and beige colored van_ traveling 
south ata high rate of speed on Clax- 
ton Avenue in Elba. 

After making several turns on 
streets in the downtown area and 
narrowly missing other vehicles, the 
van headed south on the Old Samson 
Road, During this time, several pa- 
trol units were attempting to stop the 
vehicle. 

The van, with police in pursuit, 
continued traveling down AL Hwy. 
87 South at a high rate of speed and 
driving very recklessly, 

Elba patrol units were instructed 
to “back off (discontinue — the 
chase); however, they did continue 
to follow the van at a distance with 
Out blue lights and siren due to the 
reckless manner in which the van 
was being driven, 

Officers feared that the van would 
run into another vehicle causing oth- 
ers to be injured, 

After traveling south on AL Hwy, 
87 for several miles, the van turned 
west on Coffee County Road 462. 

The van, still wayeling at a high 
rate of speed, continued on Co. Rd. 
462 for approximately 4 miles be- 
fore leaving the roadway and over- 
turning in a field. Time of the acci- 
dent was at about 7:20 p.m, 

The accident is being investigated 
by the Alabama State Troopers.
